(\ fornicdbi. Apex distant from the margin, septum thinner and le.ss 
depressed.

A few on the ocean 
beach. 

TiirhonUla areolata Ver. One specimen. 

Odostomia wq^ressa Say. Common on oysters. 

ColnmheUa hwata Say. Common upon .<ca Aveed. 

(dolamhcdla avara Common. 

CaDcellarld reticulata. A few sea-worn specimens. 

Terehra disloada Say. Common on the sand bars in the harbor. 

(lathinella plicaia C. B. Ad. Common among oysters. 

DapluicUa ccrina Kurtz A Stimp. Common among the wash of 
small shells on the ocean beach. 

Strombus piigUus Linn. A few sea-worn specimens. I have 
never seen a trace of Strombus codatus Gmel., in this locality. 
Bahama specimens are common in the .diell stores. 1 have specimens 
from Jji\ke Worth, Fla. (2o0 miles south). 

Trirla pedieulus Linn. Several .<ea-Avorn specimens. 

Ovtda iDiip/icatum Sowb. ('ommon on the Le])togorgia virgidata, 
a sjjecies of Gorgonia. .\s this varies in color (orange, yellow, white 
and purple), tlu* shells to a grea-t extent partake of tlie color of the 
Gorgonia on which they live. 

Ovnla gibbo^'u Linn. One living specimen on tlie Leptorgia. 
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Casf^is cameo Stini}). One .sea-worn specimen on the ocean beadi. 

Semici^is sn/cosus Bruij. var. lofiata Shaw. Bare. 

Dolltim (jiden Linn. Several broken shells. J). perdic is not 
found here. 

Pynda papyrntia Say. A few sea-worn specimens. 

Nntkui pmdla Say. Common. 

Nutica diipllcata Say. Common. 

Sigaretus perspective Say. Xot common. 

Siguretns mucu/ata Say. Rare. T believe that this is identical with 
S. ^Lirtinianus Rhill., of the West Indies. The only apparent 
difference is that the revolving l)rown bands of S. martlnianiis are 
irregularly divided into macidations by broad longitudinal lines 
which usually i-e])resent rest periods in the growth of the shell and 
are frequently on S. marthiianus. 

Pyramidella conica C. B. Ad. Several sj^ecimens. 

Littorina irrorata Say. (Common. 

Litforia scabra L. var. lineata Gmel. Common on the sea wall 
but much smaller than those from the southern part of the State. 

Cerithium afratum Born. Common around Marsh Island. 

Cerithidea scalariformis Say. Common along the marshes west of 
the city. 

Cerithiopsis greoiii C. B. Ad. Common. 

Cerlthlopsls terehralis C. B. Ad. Common. 

Triforis nigroeinctns C. B. Ad. Common.
